This Psalter, which is sometimes denominated the Genoan Polyglot, is of 
exceeding interest, not merely on account of its rarity, but as being the first 
polyglot work ever published with the languages in their proper characters ; 
and containing the first Arabic erer printed. It is also remarkable on account 
of a note on Psalm xix. 4. In this note Justinian gives a very curious sketch 
of the life of Columbus, an account of the discovery of America, and a 
description of its inhabitants.'* — Bib, Sussexiana,

with the initials of the printer's name^ H. S., enclosed in a wreath of flowers. 
Of the versions contained in this Psalter, the Roman is that of Jerome; the 
Gallican is that used in the Cisalpine Gallic Church ; the Hebrew is from 
a copy given to the ancestors of Sophronius by a Latin colony ; the Vetus 
is the Italic; and the Conciliatum the amended Gallican. The Italic version 
of this Psalter has been highly esteemed, from the editor having availed 
himself of a MS. copy, written in uncial characters, on purple vellum, which 
is supposed by Le Long to have been obtained from Toledo, by Childeric I., 
about 642. This is ^e first publication in which the verses of Scripture 
are distinguished by numerical figures. A seoond edition of this Psalter was 
issued in 1513 : it has the same titiie-page, over the top of which is printed 
in capitals, secunda emissio. It is a splendid volume ; and the editor, 
H. Stephens, calls this the more correct edition." — Bib. Siusexiana.

A magnificent manuscript, in three colamns on each page, and, inth the 
exception of wanting the last two chapters of the Pentateuch, is in the most 
perfect state of preservation. The &i?t volume is entirely occupied by the 
Pentateuch, with the Targum Onkelos or Chaldee Paraphrase given after 
every verse, together with the Massorah parva written between the colimms, 
and the Massorah magna in lines fantastically formed into various figures of 
animals, &c. at the top and bottom of each page. It contains also a list of 
all the Masoretical divisions, and of the difierent readings. The second 
volume includes the Prophetical and Hagiographical books. The name of the 
writer and date of the manuscript are indicated at the close of the latter 
volume in the following terms : — 

' I Jehudah the scribe was employed to write these books for Rabbi Solo- 
mon Bar Samson of Badia in Bohemia, A. m. 6024 (a. d. 1266), the 27th in 
the month of the first Adar. The Lord open his benevolent treasure in his 
behalf, and justify him to enter Paradise among the just and pious, and make 
his children and his children's children to inherit it until the end of all gene- 
rations. Amen ! Amen ! Amen ! Selah 

On the same page with the above notice are many signatures, in small 
Rabbinical characters, of individuals who sign their names as having read 
this copy through ; also of various proprietors through whose hands the book 
has passed.
